Dear Mr. Racino: 

This letter is in response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request of October 24, 2018, to the U.S. 
Coast Guard for all reports involving the facilities BAE Systems (San Diego Ship Repair Inc.), National Steel & 
Shipbuilding (NASSCO), and Continental Maritime based in San Diego, California occurring from January 1, 
2013 to present. This office received your request on November 26, 2018. 

A search of the Marine Information for Safety and Law Enforcement (MISLE) database found no report 
involving the facility Continental Maritime based in San Diego, California occurring from January 1,2013 to 
present. The search looked for any report involving the facility Continental Mantime based in San Diego, 
California occurring from January 1, 2013 to present. The search was conducted on keywords: Continental 
Maritime and any reports occurring from January 1, 2013 to present. This records search was conducted on 
April 8, 2019 by Ms. Temia Pipkins, IT Specialist, of Commandant (CG-INV-3). We conducted a reasonable 
search for records responsive to your request and conclude there are no responsive records. 

This is not a denial. You may appeal the adequacy of our search. Your appeal must be made in writing and you 
must submit it within 90 days from the date of receipt of this letter. Your letter should indicate that you are 
making an appeal based on a “no records” determination of a request made under the Freedom of Information 
Act and the envelope should be prominently marked “FOIA Appeal.”

We are granting your request under the FOIA, Title 5 U.S.C. § 552, as amended, and DHS’ implementing 
regulations 6 CFR Chapter I and Part 5. After carefully reviewing all reports involving the facilities BAE 
Systems (s’an Diego Ship Repair Inc.) and National Steel & Shipbuilding (NASSCO) occurring from January 1, 
2013 to present, I have determined that it is appropriate for public release. 

Provisions of the FOIA allow us to recover part of the cost of complying with your request. We are in receipt 
of your payment of $ 254.85. 

We have enclosed all of the information requested in your request of October 24, 2018, as amended by your 
email correspondence referenced above. If this does not reflect your understanding, please advise me in writing 
within twenty days from the receipt of this letter.
